Neal  Maxwell  outlines  policy; 
search  for  successor  begins 

“There  are  no  prior  commitments  in  spite  of  some  of  the  speculation  that  you  have 
heard,”  said  Neal  Maxwell,  Commissioner  of  Church  Education,  in  yesterday’s  Devotional 
referring  to  rumored  successors  to  President  Wilkinson. 

Maxwell,  outlining  the  manner  in  which  a new  BYU  President  will  be  chosen,  said  a 
search  committee  of  three  members  of  the  BYU  Board  of  Trustees,  the  First  Presidency 
and  himself  “will  begin  at  once,  quietly,  to  go  about  the  task  of  trying  to  determine 
whom  the  Lord  would  have  preside  over  this  insitution  in  the  decade  of  the  seventies.” 

It  will  be  an  “open,  quiet  search  in  which  we  shall  range  as  widely  as  we  need  to  in 
terms  of  what  needs  to  be  done.  And  it  will  be  done  in  order,”  said  Maxwell. 

“This  will  be  ^an  exercise  in  which  we  will  try  to  get  information  and  blend  it  with 
inspiration  so  that  the  decision  (will  be  one)  in  which  we  can  all  rejoice,”  he  said. 

Maxwell  further  explained  that  he  has  received  permission  from  the  search  committee 
to  invite  student  leaders  to  give  suggestions  as  to  the  kind  of  individual  they  feel  could  fill 
the  post.

Otherwise,  after  the  stir 
by  the  announcement  of  his 
ation  in  Devotional  yesterday,

said  he  repeated  to  his 


sympathy-wishers  the  statement  he  made 
earlier  in  his  Devotional  speech  what  J. 
Reuben  Clark,  Jr.  had  warned  him.  “Never 
believe  all  that  you  hear  at  a funeral  or  the 
time  of  one’s  resignation  of  retirement,”  he 
said. 

Pres.  Harold  B.  Lee  of  the  First 
Presidency  made  the  announcement  of 
Wilkinson’s  resignation.  Moments  later  he 
announced  to  the  Devotional  audience  the 
decision  of  the  First  Presidency  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  BYU  to  establish  a 
law  school  at  BYU  with  Pres.  Wilkinson 
playing  a major  role  in  the  formation  of 
the  school. 

The  school  will  be  named  the  J.  Reuben 


Clark  College  of  Law  after  the  former 
member  of  the  First  Presidency  and  “one 
of  the  greatest  lawyers  of  our  time,”  said 
Pres.  Lee. 

Ajccording  to  Pres.  Lee,  the  new  college 
wUl  probably  open  in  the  fall  of  1973  or 
“as  other  conditions  may  dictate.” 

A successor  to  Wilkinson  was  not 
announced.  “We  have  not  reached  any 
conclusions  about  a successor,”  Pres.  Lee 
said.  He  indicated  that  a Church-wide 
search  will  be  made  to  find  “the  man  the 
Lord  wants  to  preside  over  this  university.” 

Wilkinson  had  submitted  his  letter  of 
resignation  to  the  First  Presidency  and  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  in  June  1970.

Law  school  hope 


‘Patriotism,  integrity'

“I  hope  it  will  be  a law  scnooi 
that  will  have  as  its  foundation 
the  divinity  of  Christianity, 
dedication  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  allegiance  to 
the  concept  of  free  agency,  and  a 
belief  in  the  nobility  and  integrity 
of  man  as  an  individual,  not  as  a 
creature  of  the  state.” 

Such  was  the  hope  expressed 
yesterday  in  Devotional  by 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson, 
concerning  the  formation  Law 
School  at  BYU.  The  school’s 
expected  to  open  in  the  fall  of 
1973. 

Dr.  Wilkinson,  who  was  named 
to  assume  a key  role  in  the  Law 
School,  received  national  acclaim 
as  a lawyer  in  the  1940’s  when  he 
gained  $32  million  for  the  Ute 
Indians  in  the  largest  judgment 
ever  obtained  against  the  United 
States. 

Reaction  to  the  formation  of  a 


new  college  of  law  in  Utah  was 
favorable. 

Dean  Samuel  Thurman,  of  the 
Univ.  of  Utah  Law  School, 
extended  a “welcome”  to  another 
law'  institution.  “I  have  every 
hope  and  expectation  that  it  will 
be  an  outstanding  school.” 

Dean  Thurman  pinpointed  the 
key  behind  the  reputation  of  the 
school  “will  be  the  selection  of  an 
outstanding  dean  and  outstanding 
faculty.” 

He  admitted  that  “there  are 
certainly  enough  applicants  to 
justify  another  law  school  in  the 
state.” 

Asked  if  there  should  be  a 
problem  with  twice  as  many  law 
graduates  in  Utah,  Thurman 
answered,  “there  may  be  some 
problem  when  the  first  class  is 
graduated  with  an  abundance  of 
lawyers  in  the  state  of  Utah  but  if

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Dr.  Wilkinson  explains  his  decision 


To  begin  with,  I would  like  it  understood  that 
much  of  the  credit  I have  received  for  the  progress 
of  this  University  over  the  last  20  years  has  been 
due  not  to  me,  but  to  others.  For  instance,  the  most 
satisfying  single  development  that  has  occurred 
during  my  administration  has  been  the  increased 
spiritual  activity  which  resulted  from  the 
establishment  of  the  ten  stakes  and  98  wards  on  this 
campus.  When  I was  appointed  President  we  had 
only  one  branch  of  the  Church  here.  And  while  I 
had  a modest  part  in  urging  the  creation  of  the  first 
stake  and  ten  wards,  the  decisions  to  create  them  as 
well  as  subsequent  stakes  and  wards,  were  decisions 
of  the  General  Authorities  of  the  Church.  They  are 
also  responsible  for  appropriating  the  millions  of 
dollars  which  has  made  it  possible  to  build  this  great 
campus— said  by  many  educators  and  others  to  be 
the  most  beautiful  campus  in  America.  And,  finally, 
they  are  responsible  for  the  overall  policies 
governing  this  Institution,  which  have  caused  it  to 
be  recognized  throughout  the  country  as  a citadel  of 
academic  excellence,  law  and  order  and  Christian 
integrity. 

The  development  which  I consider  next  in 
importance  during  my  administration  has  been  our 
improvement  in  scholarship.  A freshman  student 
recently  came  to  my  office  greatly  disturbed  over 
our  high  standards  of  admission.  Looking  me 
straight  in  the  face,  and  thinking  he  would  get  an 
argument,  he  said,  “If  you  were  applying  now,  you 
wouldn’t  be  admitted.”  I avoided  the  argument  by 
admitting  it. 

The  .main  credit  for  this  improvement  in 
scholarship  goes  to  the  devoted  faculty  of  this 
Institution,  most  of  whom  are  as  dedicated  to  their 
academic  responsibilities  as  they  are  to  their  callings 
in  the  Church.  In  fact,  helping  to  educate  young 
Latter-day  Saints  is  a sacred  calling.  At  this 
University  we  have  never  forgotten  President 
Brigham  Young’s  original  injunction  to  infuse  all 
that  is  taught  at  this  school  with  the  Spirit  bf  God. 

I want  also  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to 
my  associates  in  the  Administration,  for  without 
their  loyal  help  it  would  have  been  impossible  to 
administer  the  affairs  of  this  complex  institution. 

With  our  remarkable  growth  I have  of  necessity 
been  compelled  to  delegate  many  duties  to  my 
associates.  I am  grateful  to  them  for  their 
competent  advice  and  faithful  performance. 

• I am  often  given  credit  for  the  fact  that  we  have 
had  no  disturbances  or.  riots  at  this  Institution.  My 
reply  to  this  has  always  been  that  you  students  are 
without  peer  in  the  world.  Most  of  you  come  from 
fine  homes  where  Gospel  principles  are  thankfully 
accepted.  All  of  you  have  agreed  to  be  examples  of 
Christian  conduct  at  a time  when  many  students 
appear  unwilling  to  accept  any  restraints.  Your 
spiritual  maturity  makes  it  possible  for  you  to 
accept  discipline  without  sacrificing  individuality. 
Your  response  to  law  is  that  of  reasonable  men  and 
women  who  know  that  a better  world  must  be 
created  and  not  merely  demanded.  You  recognize 
that  violence  is  always  undiscriminating  and  never 
more  than  an  expedient.  With  7,500  returned 
missionaries  in  our  student  body,  some  of  whom 
have  themselves  been  the  target  of  riots,  one  would 
not  expect  violent  confrontations  here,  but  I say 
again  that  you  are  the  greatest  student  body  on 
earth,  and  the  reputation  of  this  school  will  grow  in 
direct  proportion  to  your  conduct  and  later 
accomplishments,  both  as  students  and  as  alumni. 
You  are  the  ones  who  are  entitled  to  the  largest 
credit  for  the  character  of  this  Institution,  and  you 
should  be  anxious  to  show  other  student  bodies 
what  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  can  mean  in  the 
lives  of  young  adults. 

Finally,  I would  be  remiss  on  this  occasion  if  I did 
not  acknowledge  the  loyal  and  loving  support  of  my 
sweetheart  whom  I first  met  on  this  campus  50 
years  ago,  and  who  by  her  graciousness,  tact,  and 
talents,  induced  me  to  propose  an  eternal  marriage 
which  has  been  the  greatest  blessing  of  my  life. 

During  my  tenure  at  this  University  I know  that  I 
have  often  made  enemies,  but  she  has  always  made 
friends.  I am  indebted  to  her  for  our  five  children, 
for  their  training,  discipline,  scholarship.  Church 
activity  and  testimony,  and  I am  grateful  that  no 
one  of  them,  by  his  or  her  conduct,  has  ever  been 
anything  but  a blessing  to  us. 

As  always  happens  on  a university  campus,  which 
are  hot  beds  of  rumor— and  BYU  is  no 
exception— there  will  be  many  rumors  as  to  the 
cause  of  my  resignation.  In  fact,  there  have  been 


rumors  of  this  for  at  least  ten  years.  May  I lay  all  of 
these  rumors  to  rest  by  saying  that  after  20  years  of 
endurance  I thought  the  time  had  come  when  I 
should  pass  the  baton  on  to  someone  else  who  could 
get  a fresh  start  and  tackle  the  problems  that  are 
still  unresolved..  For  while  we  have  made 
considerable  progress,  there  are  many  things  yet  to 
be  done,  both  of  a spiritual  and  intellectual  nature. 

With  a student  body  of  25,000,  over  24,000  of 
whom  are  members  of  this  Church,  there  are  many 
things  which  can  and  should  be  done  by  this  student 
body  to  build  the  Kingdom  of  God.  There  are  also 
many  improvements  that  may  be  made  in  the 
pursuit  of  knowledge  on  this  campus  which  are  now 
ready  for  formation  and  implementation.  1 wish 
that  my  time  and  energy  had  been  such  that  I could 
have  been  instrumental  in  creating  new  programs  to 
accomplish  these  purposes,  but  these  will  be  left  to 
my  successor. 

When  I tendered  my  resignation  last  June  I had  in 
mind  several  alternative  careers  on  which  I could 
embark,  for  I confess  I am  one  of  those  individuals 
who  gets  more  satisfaction  out  of  anticipation  than 
I do  out  of  ultimate  realization.  When  something  is 
completed  I am  not  nearly  as  interested  in  it  as  I am 
in  starting  something  new.  I confess  that  while  I 
have  reviewed  the  plans  for  all  buildings  before  they 
were  erected,  there  are  still  two  of  them  I have  not 
yet  found  time  to  visit  after  completion. 

When,  however,  the  decision  was  made  to 
establish  a Law  School  on  this  campus,  and  I was 
asked  by  the  Presidency  if  I would  take  over  the 
administrative  work  in  its  founding,  this  appealed  to 
me  very  much,  and  I decided  to  stay  on  to 
accomplish  that  objective  as  well  as  to  complete 
certain  unfinished  projects. 

May  I comment  with  respect  to  the  J.  Reuben 
Clark  Law  School  which  I am  honored  in  having  a

The  announcement  of  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson’s  resignation 
provided  the  dominant  topic  for  campus  conversation  yesterday  as 
students  expressed  varied  sentiments. 

“It  was  interesting.  I didn’t  expect  him  to  resign  this  soon.  Why  be 
president  when  you  can  be  the  head  of  the  law  department?’’  stated  Joe 
Hall,  a junior  from  Vernal,  Utah. 

“I  think  it’s  good  if  he  thinks  he  can  serve  a better  cause  by  setting 
up  a college  of  law  at  BYU,”  related  Debbie  Pierce,  a junior  from 
Decatur,  Miss. 

When  asked  whom  they  would  like  to  see  as  the  next  BYU  president, 
several  students  seemed  to  be  at  a loss  for  words. 

“I’m  sorry  he  resigned.  His  successor  will  have  to  be  a special 
person,”  expressed  one  coed.

Still  others  stated  with  equal 
conviction  that  BYU  would 
become  an  upper  divisional 
school— that  is,  the  freshman  and 
sophomore  classes  would  be 
phased  out  to  some  new  college 
built  on  property  recently 
contributed  to  the  Church. 

And  perhaps  it  was  the  current 
controversy  over  student 
government  that  led  one  residence 
hall  to  tell  everyone  that  the  First 


Presidency  would  substitute 
priesthood  leaders  for  the  form  of 
student  government  that  we  have 
at  this  time. 

However,  the  most  prevalent 
rumor  turned  out  to  be  true. 
President  Wilkinson  has  resigned 
his  position  as  the  chief 
administrator  of  this  university 
and  a law  school  is  to  be  set  up 
under  his  auspices. 

No  medical  school  though.  The 
Snell  Building  last  night  was 
buzzing  with  that  gossip,  although 
a few  admitted  that  perhaps 
Wilkinson  wasn’t  qualified  to  head 
a specialized  school  of  that 
nature. 

It  has  become  rather  obvious 
that,  in  the  words  of  President 
Wilkinson  (who  wrote  his  letter  of 


resignation  in  longhand  to  escape 
detection),  “BYU  is  no 
exception  that  BYU,  as  any 
other  college,  is  a hotbed  of 
rumor.” 

And  now  the  market  is  wide 
open  for  speculation  as  to 
Wilkinson’s  successor.  George 
Romney,  U.S.  Secretary  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development, 
is  the  favored  contendor, 
especially  with  his  appearance  in 
Salt  Lake  (as  rumor  has  it). 

David  Kennedy,  recently 
released  as  U.S.  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  was  another  favored 
candidate  among  one  of  the 

dorms  until  a member  of  the 
finance  office  assured  them  he 
was  on  a special  assignment  for 
President  Nixon. 


Executive  Vice  President  Ben  E. 
Lewis  and  Boyd  K.  Packer, 
Assistant  to  the  Twelve,  were 
considered  eligible  for  the  office 
too.  By  far  the  most  favored 
rumor  by  all  students  was  the 
hope  that  Paul  H.  Dunn,  one  of 
the  Seventies,  will  become  the 
next  President. 

In  the  midst  of  all  this  talk 
perhaps  the  words  of  Plato  should 
be  remembered,  “Nothing  against 
mankind  is  swifter  than  rumor.” 

But,  we  feel  the  Daily  Universe 
would  be  negligent  in  its  duty  to 
the  public  as  a news  source  if  we 
did  not  report  that  Charlie  Brown 
was  seen  in  conference  with  Neal 
Maxwell  and  his  selecting 
committee  and  that  there  was  a 
strange  looking  dog  tied  outside.

The  myth  is  finally  over  for  Cassius  Clay,  or  as  he  prefers  to  be  called, 
Muhammad  All. 

Like  Achilles  in  ancient  Greek  Mythology,  who’s  heel  proved  to  be 
his  vulnerable  spot.  Clay’s  jaw  proved  to  be  his  Achilles  heel. 

The  story  of  Muhammad  Ali,  however,  is  truly  a remarkable  one. 
After  winning  the  Gold  Medal  for  the  U.S.  in  the  1960  Olympic  Games, 
he  went  directly  into  the  field  of  professional  boxing. 

His  big  night  as  a professional  came  in  1963,  at  Miami  Beach,  Fla., 
where  he  was  to  challenge  Sonny  Liston  (the  reigning  heavyweight 
champ)  for  the  title.  Liston,  often  called  “The  Bear”  because  of  his 
tremendous  stature,  was  the  odds-on-favorite,  but  the  spunky, 
egotistical  upstart  from  Louisville,  Ky.  intimidated  Liston  before  the 
fight  was  to  get  underway  by  his  seemingly  never  ending  poetic  verses. 

The  “Louisville  Lip”  as  he  was  called  in  his  early  days  tormented 
Liston  by  poking  fun  at  him  in  his  boyish  and  childish  manner. 

Liston,  nearly  12  years  older  than  Clay,  hardly  touched  the  bobbing 
and  constantly  moving  Clay. 

The  dropping  of  Clay’s  hands,  surely  noticed  by  Liston  and  by 
everyone  else  in  attendance,  was  considered  his  flaw,  but  as  Liston  and 
the  crowd  found  out,  it  wasn’t. 

After  stopping  Liston  cold  in  the  sixth  round  Clay  emerged  as  one  of 
the  World  Boxing  Association’s  youngest  champions. 

Immediately  a re-match  was  scheduled  and  this  time  the  action 
shifted  from  the  sunny  rays  of  Florida  to  the  snowy  blizzard  conditions 
of  Portland,  Me. 

In  Maine  they  fought  one  of  the  most  bizarre  fights  ever  to  occur. 
While  some  fans  were  milling  around  outside,  or  trying  to  get  to  their 
seats,  or  stopping  to  get  some  refreshments  they  missed  the  entire  fight. 

As  one  fan  stated,  “I  Just  stopped  by  the  men’s  room  before  heading 
to  my  seat  and  it  proved  very  costly.”  He  was  referring  to  the  $100  a 
seat  price,  not  counting  what  the  vultures  outside  were  scalping  for 
tickets. 

Another  fan  quipped,  “My  date  had  dropped  her  purse  at  the  start  of 
the  fight  and  as  I reached  down  to  pick  it  up  I missed  the  entire  fight, 
all  30  seconds  of  it.” 

The  fight,  if  you  could  call  it,  had  to  be  a first  in  professional 
boxing’s  history.  Only  one  punch  was  thrown  by  Clay,  but  it  knocked 
Liston  out.  Clay  stated,  “It’s  my  phantom  punch,  and  it  put  the  Big 
Bear  into  slumberland.” 

Later,  in  defense  of  his  title.  Clay  drew  Floyd  Patterson.  Patterson  is 
the  complete  opposite  of  Clay.  He  has  an  easy  going  manner  and  is 
hardly  ever  critic^  of  another  fighter. 

Clay  played  with  Patterson  like  a cat  playing  with  a mouse  before  the 
kill,  and  finally  in  the  12th  round  Clay  scored  a technical  knockout. 

Clay  time  and  time  again  put  his  title  on  the  line,  and  each  time  came 
out  on  top. 

His  crystal-ball  predictions,  some  of  them  ironically  coming  true, 
became  the  trademark  utilized  by  Clay  to  needle  his  opponents  before 
the  fight. 

Then  came  the  “blacklisting”  of  Clay  based  upon  his  own  personal 
religious  convictions.  Being  of  the  Black  Muslim  faith  he  decided  to 
evade  the  draft  on  the  pretense  that  he  was  a Muslim  minister. 

For  nearly  three  years  Muhammad  Ali’s  future  seemed  doubtful  in 
boxing.  The  dimness  of  Ali’s  future  plans  for  some  time  resembled  that 
of  a fading  light  bulb.  But  finally,  the  New  York  Boxing  Committee 
gave  him  a title  shot  against  Joe  Frazier. 

Frazier,  who  has  been  recognized  everywhere  as  champion  since 
knocking  out  Jimmy  Ellis,  had  on  numerous  occasions  stated,  “I  always 
knew  who  the  real  champion  of  the  world  was  in  the  heavywei^t 
division.” 

Frazier  and  Ali,  before  the  fight,  took  verbal  salvos  at  each  other,  but 
this  time  the  shoe  was  on  the  other  foot  and  Frazier  was  the  one 
making  all  the  calls. 

But  there  is  also  a sidebar  to  the  fight,  and  that  is  that  Ali  was  not  the 
old  Cassius  Clay  I’ve  seen  fight  before.  His  trademark  of  bobbing  and 
weaving  around  the  ring  was  not  seen,  and  his  picturesque  style  of 
boxing  was  lacking. 

The  three  year’s  absence  from  the  ring  was  evident  in  Ali,  as  the 
smooth  style  of  fighting  displayed  in  the  past  was  not  to  be  found  in  his 
fight  with  Frazier. 

The  Frazier-Ali  fight  was  billed  as  the  “Fight  of  the  Century,”  and  it 
was  all  of  that.  And  for  the  first  time  the  unorthodox  style  of  Ali’s 
boxing  was  put  to  the  test. 

Frazier  stunned  Ali  in  the  1 1 th  round  and  almost  knocked  the  former 
champion  down. 

Later  in  the  15th  round,  with  only  30  seconds  ticked  off  the  timer, 
Frazier  connected  with  a left  hook  to  Ali’s  jaw  and  down 'he  went  for 
only  the  third  time  in  his  career. 

Frazier  became  the  only  fighter  to  really  hurt  Ali  and  more  possibly 
Ali’s  pride. 

By  rattling  Ali’s  cavities  in  the  15th  round  Frazier  emerged  victorious 
by  a unaminous  choice  by  the  three  officials  scoring  the  fight. 

Thus  came  to  an  end  on  March  8 Muhammad  Ali’s  myth— his 
supposed  invincibility  in  the  ring. 


Ali,  Frazier  rematch  unsettled 


NEW  YORK  (UPI)  - Joe 
Frazier’s  victory  over  Muhammad 
Ali  was  billed  as  the  “fight  of  the 
century.”  But  promotor  Jerry 
Perenchio  already  predicts  that 
the  rematch  will  be  even  bigger. 

After  suffering  his  first  loss  as  a 
professional,  Ali  immediately 
challenged  Frazier  to  a rematch. 
However,  Frazier  said  he  will  “go 
home,  rest  awhile  and  think  about 
what  I’m  going  to  do  next.” 

Without  exception,  Frazier’s 
advisors  were  advising  him  to 
retire,  but  the  fighter  probably 
isn’t  ready  for  that  step  yet. 

Urge  Retirement 

“He’d  done  enough,”  said  Yank 
Durham,  Frazier’s  manager,  “and 
now  he  should  be  able  to  enjoy  it. 
I want  him  to  be  the  youngest 
•champion  in  history  to  retire 
unbeaten.  We’ll  go  home  and  talk 
about  it.” 

“I’ve  always  predicted  that 
Frazier  would  have  a short  and 
spectacular  career,”  said  Frazier’s 
trainer,  Eddie  Futch.  “He  should 
never  fight  again,  but  it’s  hard  to 


tell  that  to  a young  man  when 
he’s  a winner.” 


The  27-year-old  champion  was  a 
spectacular  winner  on  Monday 
night,  raking  Ali  with  left  hooks, 
knocking  him  down  in  the  last 
round  and  turning  his  face  into  a 
grotesque  lump  to  win  a 15-round 
decision.

Ali  refused  to  concede  that 
had  lost,  saying,  “I  think  I woi 
least  nine  rounds.  You  watch 
films  and  then  look  at  his  fa 
I’m  sure  I won  the  fight.” 


“If  he,  Ali,  really  wants  to  come 
back  for  more,”  Frazier  said,  “it’s 
alright  for  me,  but  I doubt  if  he 
ever  comes  back.  I hit  him  hard  a 
lot  of  times,  some  of  them  harder 
than  when  he  got  knocked  down, 
and  that  beating  had  to  take 
everything  out  of  him.”

But  Frazier  looked  even  worse 
than  Ali  after  the  war  was  over. 
His  face  was  blotched,  the  left 
side  of  his  mouth  had  a 
lemon-sized  swelling  and  his  right 
eye  was  almost  closed. 

Ali  seemed  to  relish  his  role. 
More  than  100  reporters  and 
friends  crowded  the  hallway 
leading  to  his  hotel  room,  and  the 
29  year-old  loser  held  court  just

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11-WAC  first  team  includes 
YU’s  super-soph  Kres  Cosic 


BYU’s  super  sophomore 
Kresimir  Cosic  is  the  first 
sophomore  named  to  the  all-WAC 
basketball  first  team  since  Utah’s 
Mike  Newlin  achieved  the  honor 
in  1969. 

The  big  6-10  Yugoslav  joins  two 
repeaters,  plus  two  other  players 
who  carried  “underrated”  labels 
into  the  1971  season,  on  the 
all-WAC  team  announced  by 
Commissioner  Wiles  Hallock. 

Forwards  Ken  Gardner  of  Utah 
and  Dick  Gibbs  of  Texas  El-Paso, 
known  mostly  as  underrated 
players  in  1970,  headed  the 
all-WAC  first  team  as  the  only  two 
unanimous  picks  selected  by  the 
conference  coaches. 

Rounding  out  the  first  unit 
were  repeaters  from  1970  Willie 
Long  of  New  Mexico  and  Mike 
Newlin  of  Utah. 

Newlin  is  the  third  player  in  the 
history  of  the  league  to  be  named 
to  all-WAC  first  team  three  years 
straight. 

Cosic  came  on'  strong  toward 
the  end  of  the  season  to  pace  the 
Cougars  to  the  conference  title.  In 
the  final  three  games,  Cosic  scored 
28,  28  and  24  points,  and  pulled 
down  16,  22  and  19  rebounds.  He 
lost  the  WAC  rebounding  battle  to 
Colorado  State’s  Mike  Childress 
by  two  caroms. 

Gardner  and  Gibbs  not  only 
drew  a perfect  16  points,  but  were 
the  only  players  to  draw  votes 
(either  first  or  second  team)  from 
all  eight  coaches.  Long  was  third 


in  balloting  with  1 3 points, 
followed  by  Newlin  (12)  and 
Cosic  (9). 

Narrowly  missing  the  first  team 
were  Childress  of  CSU,  Willie 
Roberson  of  Wyoming  and  Bill 
Warner  of  Arizona,  who  each 
collected  eight  points.  Other 
second  team  members  included 
Rick  Fisher  of  CSU  (6),  and  Paul 
Stovall  and  Rhea  Taylor  of 
Arizona  State  (5  each). 

Earning  honorable  mention 
with  votes  from  at  least  two 
coaches  were  Bernie  Fryer  and 
Steve  Kelly  of  BYU  and  Roy 
Wilson  of  Wyoming. 

Gardner  generally  was 
considered  to  be  the  “most 
underrated”  player  in  the  WAC  as 
a junior,  but  became  a star  of  his 
own  right  this  year.  Gibbs  was 
another  who  was  considered  to  be 
an  outstanding  team  player  in 
1970,  but  not  a star  in  his  own 
right.  He  injured  a knee  and 
missed  part  of  last  season,  and 
failed  to  draw  a single  vote  in  the 
all-conference  balloting. 

In  becoming  just  the  third 
player  in  league  history  to  be 
named  to  the  team  for  three 
consecutive  years,  Newlin  joins 
Flynn  Robinson  (1963-65)  and 
Carl  Ashley  (1968-70),  both  of 
Wyoming. 

Cosic  is  the  only  non-senior  on 
the  first  team.  Three  members  of 
the  second  unit-Fisher,  Stovall 
and  Taylor— are  juniors  and  the 
rest  are  seniors.

James  Oliver  Buswell  IV,  who 
performed  at  the  age  of  seven 
with  Leonard  Bernstein  and  the 
New  York  Philharmonic,  will 
make  his  Utah  debut  in  two  works 
of  vastly  differing  styles:  The 
Bach  Violin  Concerto  No.  1 and 
the  Stravinsky  Violin  Concerto. 

The  two  major  works  to  be 
performed  are  the  “Mathis  der 
Maier,”  an  orchestral  number  by 
the  late  Paul  Hindemith,  and  “El 
Salon  Mexico.” 

The  opening  work  will  be  an 
arrangement  by  Anton  Webern  of 
another  Bach  composition, 
“Ricercare.” 

Although  only  23,  Buswell  has 
performed  with  most  of  the  major 
orchestras  of  the  U.S.,  plus 
appearances  in  Canada  and  at 
European  Festivals.

Egypt-Israel  maintain 
I shaky  truce ’.tension  grow  A

Arab  and  Israeli  armed  forces 
maintained  an  uneasy  de  facto 
truce  along  the  Middle  East 
lines  for  the  second  day  Tuesday. 
But  Israel  reported  more  clashes 
with  guerrillas  on  the  borders  with 
Syria  and  Lebanon  and  tension  on 
the  Egyptian  front  was  described 
as  so  thick  it  could  be  “cut  with  a 
knife.” 

There  was  no  apparent  progress 
in  diplomatic  efforts  to  break  the 
deadlock  at  the  U.N.-supervised 
Arab-Israeli  peace  talks  in  New 
York.  Egypt  rejected  another 
extension  of  the  formal  cease-fire, 
which  expired  Sunday,  because 
Israel  refused  to  pledge  complete 
withdrawal  from  all  Arab  territory 
captured  in  the  1967  war.
